_ Kingdome; His Mgjeſties Lieutenants for the 
fid City and Liberties, and all priviledged places within the 
Limits and PrecinQs of the fame, aſwell within Liberties as 
without , Do authorize and dire you from time to time 
without further warrant (until Order to the contrary) in caſe 
of InſurreQion, .Rebellion or Invaſion, to lead , conduct and 
imploy the Forces under your. Command , or cauſe the 
ſame to be lead, conducted and imploied within the faid 
_ City, Liberties and places aforeſaid, for ſuppreſſing of all ſuch 
InſurreCtions and Rebellions, and repelling of Invaſions as may 
happen to be; And whereas Warrants or Precepts are iſſu- 
ed to the Conſtables within this City and Liberties, for appre- 
henfion of perſons that ſhall be taken at unlawfull Aſſemblies 
and Conventicles, to be dealt withall according to Law ; 
You are upon any requeſt of the faid Conſtables, or oc- 

caſion requiring your aſſiſtance , to give all furtherance and | 
aſſiſtance to them in execution of the faid Warrants or Pre- 
. cepts; And, for theſe purpoſes, to give ſuch Orders and Di- 
rections to all the inferiour Officers and Souldiers under your 

' Command from time to time, as {hall be requiſite for the ex- 


ecution and accompliſhment'of the Premiſes. Dated at the 
Guild-ball London the 4® day of November, 1662.
